Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication Pussyman Auditions 10 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a DVD containing explicit sexual material contrived for the sexual 
arousal of viewers. The scenes are dated (from the early 1990s) and focus on adult men 
and women engaging in sexual activity, under the premise that the women are auditioning 
for entry into the adult entertainment industry. 

The DVD was submitted by the New Zealand Customs Service along with 22 other DVDs 
under Section 13(1) (a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 to 
determine whether they are objectionable in terms of s3. Two video versions of the first 
two titles in the same series had previously been classified as objectionable (OFLC Refs 
9600764 and 9600760). 

A restriction of the availability of the publication to adults is necessary to avoid injury to 
the public good. Children and young persons do not possess the life experience and 
maturity to understand the fantasy context of explicit sexual material intended for adults. 
Exposure to this type of material before a healthy sense of personal sexuality has been 
formed is likely to be detrimental to that process. This classification represents the 
minimum interference of the freedom of expression as guaranteed under sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
